LOST HORIZON 

By James Hilton 


A dramatic play with an air of mystery and high 
tension was the theme of the 1956 Senior Play, "Lost 
Horizon." The setting for Mr. James Hilton's story 
takes place in a "lost" valley, Shangri-La, that is 
hidden from the outside world by a chain of Tibetan 
mountains. 

The prologue takes place in England where Wy- 
land, portrayed by Norman Reed, is telling Myra, 
Barbara Babcock, and Elizabeth, Barbara Lewellen, 
that all this nonsense about Conway, played by James 
Glover, being alive is a lot of bunk. "Conway," Wy- 
land firmly states, "was killed in an airplane crash 
somewhere in the Tibetan Mountains." Rutherford, 
Jim Gibbs, who has just entered on the scene, states 
that he has just seen Conway in a hospital. Seating 
himself, Rutherford begins the story he has heard 
from Conway about the "Lost Horizon." 

When the four plane crash victims, Conway, 
Mallinson, Miss Brinklow, and Barnard, arrive at the 
lamasary in Shangri-La, they are greeted by Chang, 
an elderly Chinese portrayed by John Mournian! 
Mallinson, played by Tom Hendricks, senses that 
something is wrong. He asks Chang, along with in¬ 
quiries from Conway and Barnard, when they will be 
able to leave the valley, which Chang will not tell 
them. 

After the opening, the play moves at a fast clip. 
Mallinson grows more and more worried as the play 
progresses. Conway, who after questioning everything 


at first, is taken "under the wing" of the High Lama, 
played by Rodney Walker, and is persuaded, by 
various means, to stay in the valley. The American, 
Barnard, Lee Whistler, who is really a wanted crim¬ 
inal, needs little persuasion for staying in the valley. 
Miss Brinklow, Gail Thomas, who is an English mis¬ 
sionary, wants to build a Christian Church in the 
valley. During the time of their stay, Barnard has 
taken a fancy toward Tashi, a cute little Chinese girl, 
played by Martha Toyama, who likes him. Helen, 
portrayed by Barbara Hayden, falls in love with Con¬ 
way, who is now determined to stay in the valley. It 
boils down to the fact that Mallinson, whose anger 
has increased with the passing scene, is the only one 
who wants to leave the valley. Lo-tsen, played by 
Judy Wagner, is a beautiful Chinese girl who sympa¬ 
thizes with Mallinson and helps him plan his escape. 
The task of getting out of the valley seems hopeless 
to Mallinson until the word, "Force" used by Chang, 
turns the tide of the play. 

The story ends with an epilogue in which the 
doubting Wyland no longer needs any convincing 
that Conway is still alive. 

The play is spiced throughout with the comical 
actions of Barnard along with the heated conversa¬ 
tion of Mallinson and the romance of Conway and 
Helen. Debbie Freeman plays the part of the Lamas- 
ary's sewing girl, Al-Ling, and Bill Walters has the 
role of the Tibetan servant.

Varsity Basketball Season 

The Sweetwater Red Devil Varsity opened 
the season with their sights set on improving 
their last place finish of the previous season. 
San Diego area newspapers picked the Devils 
to win two and lose six in league play, and to 
tie El Cajon for the cellar. Predictions were 
based on the number of returning lettermen 
of each school and the past record. 

Coach Lee Shelmerdine told the team at 
the season's start that he would be pleased 
with a four win four loss record in league play 
this season considering the competition and 
returning players. He based this prediction on 
the fact that we were probably "a year away," 
with juniors in many key positions anchored 
by only one good senior ball player in the 
person of Jimmy O'Brien. 

Our team's league record hit just between 
the two predictions. The Varsity won three 
and lost five in league play and finished 
ahead of El Cajon High in the standings. A 
great amount of improvement in team play 
was shown as the year wore on. All opposing 
coaches rated the Red Devils as the most 
"dangerous" team they had to face on a 
given night. 

Pre-season play saw the Devils drop their 
first five contests and then defeat St. Augus¬ 
tine 46-35 to break the spell. In the Kiwanis 
Holiday Tournament in San Diego the Devils 
did very well, going to the finals of the con¬ 
solation record. We lost to Brawley High 53- 
35, slaughtered Mt. Empire 86-30, defeated a 
very strong Hemet High team 52-48 in an 
overtime game, and then dropped the consola¬ 
tion final to El Cajon High 48-41, after blow¬ 
ing a seven point third quarter to lead. 

After the holiday we dropped our final pre¬ 
season game to Lincoln High 51-42. League 
play saw the Devils play "great" and "poor" 
basketball on alternate nights (such as any 
young team in competition might do). Our 
record showed three convincing losses to 
open the league season to Grossmont 72-30, 
to Helix 79-50, and to Chula Vista 49-35. At 
this time the Devils "found" themselves and 
defeated El Cajon in a thriller 56-54. They 
followed this up with the Metro League "up¬ 
set of the year" win over the then undefeated 


Grossmont Foothillers 35-33 in one of the 
best basketball games Sweetwater has ever 
participated in. Jimmy O'Brien and Roger 
Lively led the scoring while Bob Beardsley 
played a great defensive game, holding Gross- 
mont's all-Metro forward, Williams, to four 
points. It was a great team effort and the 
"high" spot of the Devils' season. 

Su-Hi defeated San Diego State College 
Frosh 52-33 in a special game during the 
year that saw Roger Lively score twenty-seven 
points (his high for the season). Helix's tall 
Highlanders cooled the Devils off with a con¬ 
vincing 61-47 win. Chula Vista hung their 
second loss on the Devils, 54-46. 

Sweetwater closed out their league season 
with a thrilling 53-50 second straight win over 
the El Cajon Braves at the Grossmont gym. 
The league record was set at three wins, five 
losses. 

In summing up the season, Coach Shelmer¬ 
dine said, "My biggest thrill was our win 
over Grossmont, my biggest disappointment 
was in not defeating Chula Vista. I felt that 
Helix was the best team in the league and 
that there was not too much to choose be¬ 
tween the rest of us. 

"I want to thank Jimmy O'Brien for the 
great contribution to Sweetwater basketball 
fortunes. Jim played Bee ball in his sopho¬ 
more year, scoring 135 points in 20 games; 
Varsity ball in his junior year, scoring 230 
points in 28 games; and this past year as a 
senior, scored 329 points in 25 games for a 
132 average. His steady improvement, fine 
floor play, his great leadership on the floor 
and his excellent attitude made him the ball 
player I like least to lose by graduation. \ 
wish him luck in his future activities. 

"As for next year, Su-Hi will come as close 
to being "loaded" for a season as they ever 
have. Returning lettermen will be Bob 
Beardsley, Roger Lively, Ronald Hawkins, 
Dick Cochran, John Dial, and Calvin Wake. 
Good prospects up from the Bees will be Bob 
Jordon and Jack Lensing with Ted Nash and 
others from the sophomore squad. We will 
battle a very good returning Helix team for 
the championship next year. Come and help 
us win it!"
